CHAP. IL 
+? Caution: concerning Religion in that ſenſe. 


De not buſie your ſelf much about the contro- 
verſal part of Religion, for chat ingenders 
{ixife rather than edifying, and makes a Man rather 
buſily Inquiſitive than uſefully Practical. There 
are many things we make no {mall ſtir about, and 
break for them the-Golden Chain of Brotherly Af- 
fection, which yet a Man may well be ignorant of, 
and notwithſtanding, bid as fair for Heaven as they 
that know the moſt of them. Faith and good works, 
they are the things wherein a Man can never unpro- 


fitably, never too abundantly be imploy'd. How 


many, have l known big with Diſcourſe of things in 
Controverſie among us, whom yet. I have obſerv'd 
no wiſe ſollicitous to keep their Conſciences without 
offence, Nay, | have known ſome then only forward 
in this kind to talk, when they had got a Cup too 
much, and with deſign by ſhew of knowledge, which 
they herein had to make excule for that exorbirance, 
which they were ſure the ſober mindeſt would con- 
demn. And the truth is, tis no hard matteg for the 


talk of Religion, to ſupplant the practice of it; and 


like thoſe who play at Ball, while they rofs- it too 
and. fro, loſe it. How many while they have diſpu- 


ted, who are fit to come to the Lord's Supper, have 


neglected themſelves wholly to come thither. And 


Abe Diſcourſe of Ceremonies hath brought things to 
_ that paſs, in reſpect of both Parties, that the Circum- 
8 ſtances hath ſtept into the room of the Subſtance, and 
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votion. * 
Do not eſpouſe any Opinion, Faction, or way of 


(nn) 
tis much more in the opinion of Men to be confor- 
mable- or not conformable, than it is to be good or 
bad. It is therefore infinitely better to be conſcien- 
riouſly practiſing the plain truths we know, than cu- 
riouſly diſputing about thoſe things we know not; 
rather walking in the good old way of manifeſt Ho- 
lineſs, than in the new affected way of diſputed De- 


Men, to be led by them one ſtep farther than the 
clear conviction of thine on Judgment doth conduct 
thee. For how great indiſcretion is it to be hurried 
by the whirl of others motion, into thoſe precipices, 
whirl-pits, and-dangers, thine own conſiderate fore- 
ſight did not firſt found ? And how great an injury 
is it to that Realon which God hath given us, to 


ſubject our Underſtanding to the ſe: ſe of others, & 
jjarare in verba Magiſtri, and like filly Sheep to bounce 


into no ſmall inordinateneſs, only becauſe we ſaw 


ſome great Ram leap in before us? And verily 


'rwould vex one to ſee thoſe who do deſigu to draw 
Diſciples after them, to lead a crew of Gulls into 
no ſmall Puddles, by eg obtained rhe repute of 


being no meanly underſtanding Ganders. For how 


many Hens do we daily ſee following that Cock who 
hath had the confidence to crow fieutly on his own 
Dunghtl; out of danger of having his Right diſpu ·

And ſurely this will not ſeem ſtrange to any one that 
well obſerves how cunningly they ſcrew'd themſelves 
into huge wealth, and places of the beſt advantage, 
Who with the moſt apparent Zeal did preſs the ſelf- 
denying Ordinance: when yet we read of many fa- 
mous Romans who left not where with to 4 
their Funerals, by whoſe Integrity and mighty Vi- 
Ctories the publick Treafury with fo vaſt Sums had 
been riched. And in good truth, tis Intereſt,” that 
like to common Graſs in Clover, eats out Religion; 
and while every Man ſeeks his own advantage, there's 
ſcarce any Man ſerves a good Conſcience. So that 
under various ſhapes of this and th' other Sect, the 
old deſign is ſtil} put on, to make Religion but a ſtale 
to Wealth and Greatneſs. Which is ſo much appa- 
rent in the Papacy, Where there are ſo many fine Re- 
ligious Projects to bring Gain and Honour to the 
Clergy.

my, wherein every perſon receives as great an al- 
Isy, both in his Reputation and Diſpoſition, gs Wa- 
ters which paſs through Minerals do, in their Taſtes 
and Operations: For we ſee it common for the World 
to judge what Men are, by their Familiarities. And 


chat it ſhould be ſo, depends upon the moſt natural 
Reaſon : for we [ee that all things avoid that ' whit 
is heterogenous and of another nature; and not on 
Atitmals, but even conflated Metals eject out of their 
fubſtances the Teſs ſolid parts: and the liquid Bodies 
Water and Oyl, are as preciſe in their ſeparation : 
ſd that they are all concording in general Principles, 
fo ate they each as Schiſmatical in their private Na- 
türes; whereby they not only pteſerve their ſpecial 
differences, bur prevent a confuſion, and final redu- 
ction to their Original Chaos. Hence we ſee that pro- 
miſcuous commixtures are Monſters in Nature; and 
as what God hath joyned, he will have none to put 
aſunder: ſo whar he hath thus put aſunder, will he 
that none ſhould joyn together. And for this cauſe we 
read thoſe Analogical Injunctions, not to plough with 
an Ox and an Ass, nor wear Garments of Linley and 
Woolſey mixt together. I have ſaid all this, only to 
let you fee how impoſſible twill be for you to be 
thought a Perſon of integrity, whilſt yoù converſe 
with thoſe that are Vitious: And this the rather, be- 

cauſe we ſee that all perſons aſſect ſuch as are like 
themſelves, or thoſe that they may make ſuch ; and 
if you be neither, you neither condemn them as be- 
ing indifferent, or are condemned by them, becauſe 
of your difference ;- and = will And the ſame cen- 
ſure paſt upon you, by all that make Judgment of 
you. enn

C HAP. XIII. 
of the Danger of Company. 


UT you will alſo find that the Danger of Evil 
B Company is not leſs than the Diſcredit. In 
matters Criminal it many times falls out, that our 
Laws involve a Guilt, not only upon the principal 
Actors, bur alſo upon all the Company; as in mat- 
ters of Riot and Murther. And in cates of Treaſon 
even Silence is Capital; and in ſuch Company you'll 
be ingaged either to betray your Friends Life, or ex- 

ſe your own. Thus Jaureguius who attempted the 
Mariher of the Prince of Orange, did not only bring 
Deſtruction upon himſelf, but on Venerus alſo, who 
though he dreaded to commit the Fact, yet kept his 
Counſel that attempted it: and the diſcovery of the 
laſt was made meerly by obſervation, that” he was 
ſeen keep Company with the former. 
But this is not the greateſt danger that Evil Com- 
pany brings with it; a deeper Miſchief is, that it de- 
praves the Mind, and leaves that tang and filth upon 
the Intellectuals and Aﬀections, as is not to be waſh- 
ed off without much ado by better counſels. And the 
fatality of this Miſchief is ſeen by the contagion of it 
upon the pureſt minds: Joſeph having learn'd-in Egype 
to Swear by the Life of Pharaoh. And the natural 
n | prone- 
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proneneſs that is in us to Evil, makes us Spongy to 
receive this unhappy Tincture, and ſpreads the Ve- 
nom of it at ſuch a rate, that there are few that find 
an Antidote ſtrong enough to prevent it. And the 
diſmal overthrows of many, coming out into the 
World well diſpoſed, who have been profligate and 
undone, hereby ringing ſo ſhrill a Peal to all that axe 
obſerving, as that we may well condemn him as Brul- 
tiſh, who is not affected with it. For if you beſpeak 
thoſe whoſe Fortunes are deplored, and ask the rea- 
ſon why they are ſo, ſcarce one of them but ſhall tell 
you, that it was Evil Company that did it. 
There being therefore an innate propenſity in Man 
to Aſſociation; Anachoriſm being an effect rather of 
Muſt and Melancholy, than of Choice and Election: 


It being alſo a part of our Belief, : The Communion of 


Saints; which conſiſteth not only in that of the Spirit, 
but alſo in perſonal Converſe. And Earl Gooawin's 
Obſervation of the Confeſſors Cup-Bearer, when he 
ſtumbled with the one foot, and recovered himſelf 
with the other, ſhewing that we have need of the 
aſſi:tances of one another: For if one fall, the other 
hall help his fellow ;, but woe be to him that is alone. Tis 
not therefore the leaſt part of our Wiſdom to make 
choice of ſuch Company as may be of uſe to us, and 
not an hindrance in our concerns.

CHAP. XIV. 
Directions for the Choice of Com: any. 


T is therefore - to chuſe ſuch for your Fami- 
tas as (if otherwiſe well qualified) excel in 
tir Way: for as it is a felicity by Fate beſtowed on 
ſome to lead the Cry in every Art and Science, and 
ingenious Myſtery ; ſo there is an innate Diſpoſition 
in ſuch, ad captandam laud am, for the gaining of Praiſe, 
to skin off the Cream of their Abilities, and beſtow 
them as a largeſs upon the Company they converſe 
with; by which means you may obtain thoſe excel. 
lencies in Epitome, which they got together with 
much rubbiſh and cumber. We read therefore that 
upon this account the rarer Artiſts of Antient Time 
in Philoſophy, Zography, and Sculpture, thought it 
worth the while to undertake long and dangerous Pe- 
regrinations into Foreign Parts, only to converſe 
with thoſe whom Fame reported to excel. And with- 
out doubt theſe walking Libraries are of the greateſt 
uſe; and knowledge never comes in more richly 
fraighted, than when it ſets Sail from ſuch Continents. 
Tis therefore obſerved, that Francis the firſt King of 
France, though he came to the Crown Young and 
Unlearned, yet by his Delight in the Diſcourſes of 
Learned Men (whom he would always have about 
him) he attained ſo great Ability, as exceeded the 
proportion of the moſt learned Princes of his rime.. 
And I my ſelf knew a Perſon taken raw from his 
Studies (being choſen into the Houſe of Commor.s 
before he was Twenty one) and who from that time 
very much laid aſide Reading; yet by affociating 
himſelf with the moſt knowing Men, contracted to 
great a ſufficiency, that 1 aw heard him ans = 
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(309 
Philoſophical and Theological Controverſies, as much 
to my adniration, as it was beyond what I did ex- 
pect. And I alſo obſerved, that he did greatly vin- 
dicate himſelf from that contempt which his Youth 
might ſubject him to, by his accompanying with ſuch 
Perſons as were elteemed Wile : for the World could 
not but conclude, That he either was Wiſe, or "ou 
ſoon be ſo, whole Company was ſuch. And you will 
find this a rare advantage in converſing with know- 
ing Men, that you will have at hand thoſe who are 
able to adviſe you, and willing too, if you be but fo 
to take ir.For there is a natural indulgence that every 
knowing Perſon hath over thoſe that are ignorant, 
which makes them willing and ready to enlarge to 
them the relief of good Counſel, when they need it. 
And if Counſel be the itrength of Kingdoms, it can 

He of no leſs uſe in our private Concerns, if God give 
us an heart to ask and take it: For when, Young Men 
are adviled by thole like themſelves, giddy headed, 

precipitate (which commonly they like belt, becauſe M- 
it ſuits their Humours) they are intangledlike young 
Rehoboam, in thoſe Incumbrances whence they cannot 
explicate themielves by a too late Repentance. There- 
fore take ſuch for your Companions who have alrea - 

dy ſow'd their wild Oats, and are by long hunting 
grown too ſtanch to ſet an haunt ;, By which means 
you'll reap the benefit of their dear · bought experi- 
ence, and prevent your w Ww. 

But chiefly take care to fix upon ſuch Company, 
who are perſons ſtudious of their Reputations, Men 
not of a dirty and degenerous temper: For, He that 
Hes with Dogs, riſeth with Fleas; and ſome there are 
whom Nature hath moulded up of che courſeſt Clay, 
whoſe not only Brains repreſent meer rubbiſh, but 
their very Dilſpoſitions are of thoſe ſordid Dregs 
which give a tendency to condeſceud to the molt ls 
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noble and Abject things; whence they'll never think. 
much (howſoever vilely) to abuſe or betray you 
when as thoſe who are of an elate and generous Spi- 
rit, have a natural Reluctancy to thofe- Things which 
they judge unworthy; and are hardly induc'd by the 
extreameſt neceſſity, to comply with that, which de- 
peperate tempers never make dainty of. 

And upon this account alſo; never ſort your ſelf 
with ſuch Perſons as are below you; for as their Re- 
putations will not beat an equal ballance wich yours, 
ſo muſt 8 be as much depreſt as may make it 
even with theirs; and ſo muſt your Expences be as 
much beyond your on proportion, as: cheir quality 
is below that which you pretend to: and they will 
have a confidence to ſlip their Heads oui of the Collar, 
and leave you to pay all, as if they had done you a 
kind of Courteſie, in acknowledging your Superiority. 
And”tis pretty to obſerve how ſuch will claw the itch 
of your pretty Ambition, with ſuch ticles of Dignity 
as they think will pleaſe you, till they Have laid you 
in a Sweat, and made your Pores open, 4nd you be- 
come melted ro effund according to their humour. 
But above all, avoid ſuch Company as are given 
to Drink; for with whom are wounds wit hout cauſe, but 
with them that are mighty to drink ſtrong Drink ? 
The drunken Man being fer# humana ſpecir, à wild 
Man, and therefore ſuch as are unft for converſe as 
ſhe Bears and Lyons, ho Conſcious of theit oun Fe- 
rity, walk alone: while more manfuete Creatures 
aſſociate themſelves in Flocks and Herds. Glitz: {ain 
by Alexander, and an hundred more Examples, tell 
what a Devil is Drink; which if it reign any where 
in the poſſeſſed moſt, it is in our o] n Country; where 
they ply their buſineſs beyond compare, and are com- 
pured to drink more Sack ina Year, than any other 
Nation doth in Three. _ though the * | 
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bear away the Bell for Drinking: yet it was rather 
long than much, being content to pelt his Enemy at 
a diſtance: Whereas we are after the modern way of 
fight, altogether for down blows, being, impatient 
'tilf the oppoſite have a total rour. The drinking of 
Healths too, being a deſign like that of the Servants 
of David and Saul at the Pool of Gibeon, where they 
took each other by the Beard, and every one {mote 
his Fellow under the fifth Rib, that they fell down to- 
gether. If therefore you love your Body, your Soul, 
your Credit, or your Purſe, let ſuch Perſons be Im- 
priſond (fot the moſt part they are) in the Tavern 
or Ale Houſe, and do not you come near them. 
Neither let ſuch be your Aſſociates as have been 


nefarious, or have a brand of Guilt upon them; for 


Judgment, though it be low, yet (tis ſure. And though 
God have long Patience, yet he hath long hands too, 
and reacheth the guilty at a great diſtance, between 
the Sin and the Puniſhment ; which doth not ſeldom 


involve wich it, after the Perſian mode, their Fami- 


liars too. Neither do we read any other immediate 
cauſe of the death of Abaxiab, than that he was in 


_ the company of King Joram, then, when GOD was 


executing judgment upon the Houſe of Ahab. In the 
ſenſe of which Story tells of St. Joh the Apoſtle, 
that he run out of the Bath into Which the Heretick 
Corinth came, leit as Corah and his Company, he 
ſnhould be involv'd with them in the ſame Judgment. 
For · which cauſe we read of that advice, Come out of 
ber y paaple, and be ye not partalers of her Sins, leſt 
je be, partakers alſo of her Plagues. | 
But 


let iuch be your Company, as far whoſe ſakes 
God may blets you alſo; fuch as Joſenh, of whom 
is ſaid, Gen. 39. 5. Ihat aſter the time that Joſeph 
was made Overſeer of Potiphar's Houſe, that God-bleſe 
fed the: Egyptian for Joleph's ſake : And n 
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of the Lord was upon all that he had in the Fuſe, and 
in the Field. And verily,” when we read that GOD 
would have ſpared five Cities, for the ſake but of Ten 
Perſons, Gen. 18. and that God did ſpare one of ; 
for the er rags i Lot, Gen. 1. 21. We clot 
ſufficiently take a ſcantling how far the intereſt of a 
good Man doth impoleupon the Almighty ;and what 
an advantage it is to have # ſhare in their Prayers, 
who have ſo much of Favour in the Court of Heaven. 
But beſides, conſider. what a Benefit it is to be con- 
ducted in the ways that are good, by the ſplendour 
of the Virtue of thoſe that are our Familiars; to have 
ſuch about us as ſhall be ready to ſay, Come let u go 
up to the Houſe of the Lord; and preſent thee with 

Motions of bays =. nr of thoſe who ſhall play 
the Devils part, and tempr'chee to evil. 

Be therefore adviſed to ſer no ſmall price upon 
that Man that fairly doth reprove thee for thoſe things 
which are amiſs. For 'tis the greateſt evidence of 
Friendſhipy it being certain that no Man doth with a 
willingneſs give ear to that for which he's jultly 
blam'd; ſo that there's none that comes upon that 
Meſſage, but's aſſured to come unwelcome. And 
therefore none tells us of that, but through much 
hate to ſhame! us before others, or much love to 
labour our amendment in private rebuligg 

Hence it is, that among the many 'Whuaintances 
a Man ſhall have, tis rare to find one that ſhall faich- - 
fully diſcharge this Pions Office. And even of thoſe | 
- over us to give us warning, there are but few that

Take notice here too that there 
is not another thing by which Men judge ſo much of 
esch Man's Prudence, as by his Diſcourſe; and 'tis 
hard to perſwade that that Man will da wiſely that 
talks like a Fool. And tho' the greateſt Clerks are not 
always the wiſeſt Men, yet a well ſhap'd Diſcourſe 
is a great Character of a well poliſh'& Mind. Beſides, 


by What means more than by their Diſcourſe do we 


diſcover what is in Mens Hearts? For altho' Man's 
Hypocrifie be great, and wicked Thoughts are often 
vailed over with fair Words, which run as ſmooth 
as Oyl, when War is in the Heart: Fet ſuch a cor- 
reſpondence is there berwixt the Heart and Tongue, 
which G O D deſignꝭd at firſt ſhould be the Rey that 
ſnould unlock that place of Secreſie, that it is hard

In other Sins we gratifie our Appetite that's 
Concupiſcible, or that's Irafcible ; we pleate our Love, 
or ſerve our Hate; but it would poſe Philoſophy to 
tell what thing it is to which the Swearer ſeeks to 
give content, unleſs it be unto that curſed and rebel- 
ſiousSpirit that ſets its ſelf in Oppoſition againſt GOD, 
and ſhai} in due time find it a fearful thing to fall in- 
to His Hands. And verily this wicked Practice doth 
at a ſtrange rate ſo quench G O D's Spirit, and with 
repeated Acts ſo ſear the Conſcience, that tis almoſt 
impoſſible that Grace ſhould abide where this Abo- 
mination is ſet up; and doubtleſs is roo ſure a Cha- 
racter of a Prophane and an Ungodly Spirit.

valupt as, and etery Man chules Recreation as he is 
inelin'd : vet 1 ſuppoſe, tis not amiſs to deſire, that 
here youcheuld love with diſcretion, and direct your 
thoughts that way, from whence may (if not the 
moſt of emolument) yet certainly the leaſt of damage 
enſte. That you ſhould not make your Recreation 
your Buſheſs, nor (as one quibled not unwittfy) 

our Vacation, your Vocation, I need not admonith, 
—— huth impos'd that Law upon you, To work 
or not eat. You being, Lhope, of too much ſpirit to 
play the paraſite, and pitch up Toyls to catch Deer 
in a Platter: But, were it not ſo, I ſhould abhor the 
thought of your living uſeleſly ; and be like a Spunge, 
Ahich breeds no moiſture, but only is ſqueez d our 
of that Which it out wardly contracteth. And ſurely 
more deſpicable Creatures the World bears not, then 
thoſe Graſhoppers and Butterflies, which are only 
imploy'd to ſing away aheir Hs and buz about in 
the warm Sunſhine. 

Therefore in general, Fe. Recreation is to be 
choſen, as ma felax, or bend the Mind or Body 
from their intent laboriowgels, nor ſuch as may beat 
back their edge and weary them. For which cauſe, 
as 1 always thought tha would give a pitiful ac- 
count of their time ſpent, Who ſit up till midnight at 
Cards and Dice: So had I never any fancy to thoſe 
Recreations, which as they exerciſe not the Body, fo 


they rather diſturb, then relax the Mind. Beſides the 


provocation to Paſlion and Vain-ſpeaking, "whereby 
we highly diſpleaſe God, while we deſign to plea 

our ſelves. Without doubt thoſe Recreations are beſſ, 
-which mix Pleaſure and Praſit together. Not — che 
Cobler that went to High- gate to get him a St is 
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graphy, are not of the leaſt note, and proper for 
thele whole trade { as yours} being for ſtanding and 
motion of the Body, have a meet relaxation iu the 
ſedentary polfure of Reading. Beſides ches delight 
which the Mind may take in che account of, paſſed 
Times, or the diſcoyery of remote Lands, and enjoy 
wich eaſe and quiet the diſcoveries which others have 
milde with care and travail, and manifold Hazards 4 
Whereby you will not only reap a greater delight, 
than thoſe that go to viſit curious Scructurestpr Beau- 
tied Gardens; but allo attain ſo great accompliſh- 
ment, as may render you acceptable to all ingenious 
Perſons : ; compleating not only your own knowledge 

in the affairs of the World and Foreign Parts but alſo 
e you to diſcourſe wich choſe, who at their great 
colts, have been ocular Spectators of remote Regi- 
ons. And moreover (which. is not a {mall advantage) 
von. will be furniſh'd with ſuch a ſlock of Examples, 
of che ſucceiſ-s which good and bad have, had before 
you, as . be not offs little conduct to you in your 
own Affairs and, aß 5,00 a rocky dank be uled.

The Dancing and Fencing-School (the Recreati- 
ons of ſome) are both ſubject to a like Inconvenience 
in this,that they draw to company (for the molt part) 
not commendable; and the refupding of ſuch con- 
ventions, is (for the moſt "af into a Tavern; Such 
Company ſeldom breaking Wc a parting Cup. 


But they have beſides r00,rhegarcicular Evils. The 
firſt inducing thee to (hewftlime Abilities among the 
Ladies; where if not advig thou art drawn in, be- 
yond a Retreat ; or at ny to frisk away much of 
thy Time and Eitate. The other expoſing thee to ſuch 
conteſts, wherein, while ir pretends to enable thee, 
thou art often left in the lurch; thy Skill being beat- 
en out of the Field by a reſolute Fool-hardinels, and 
thine Art (uſed to conflict with Art) finds it {elf op- 
poled with that Courage and Paſſion, which with un- 
learned blows deſigns not fo much its own defence, 
as thy ruip / So that nor a few more, taught in the Art 
of Fencing, have miſcarried, ingaging upon the con- 
ſidence of their Skill, then ever were by that their 
Skill def endes.

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But the great Divertiſement of the preſent Ape, is 
the frequenting of Plays; which in the practice of it 
among us, doubtleſs is very vitious, whergthe de- 
ſign is laid, rather to corrupt Youth, then to inform 
it; and matter is ſo apparalled, as ſeems rather to ir- 


ritate Luſt, then to abate it: Perſons generally com- 
ing from thence, not often much the wiſer, very of- 


ten much the viler. 

The Courting of Ladies is a pleaſant (indeed) and 
gentile Divertiſement ; ſo I call it; for he is Mad that 
makes it his buſineſs, or thinks it worth his while, to 
ſet a ſeal upon a bubble; yer I muſt tell you, it is ac- 
companied with not a few, nor ſmall Inconveniencies: 
for you can hardly be Fantaſtick enough in your at- 
tire, to ſuit their Fancy; nor your Diſcourſe vain 
enough to fit their Humour: For though ſome few of 
them will Philoſophize, the generality of them are ſo 
futile, that you have little cauſe to wonder the Poets 
imagin'd Venus concreta ſpuma. Beſides, for the ex- 
pence, a Coach and Six Horſes is not more coſtly; 
for he that Courts a Lady without Gifts, calls an 
Hawk without a Lure; which they are free to re- 
ceive, not to requite ; looking upon what you give 
not as the effect of your-Bounry, but their Merit; 
aud that you are richlysewarded with ſome kinder 
Sneer, or more affable compliance. 4

Gameſters and Racers quickly 
come to their Journeys end; and not one in an hun- 
ared but find that courle like Gun-powder which 
blows them up vnexpectedly to others, and irreco- 
verably to themſelves ; and one would think the De- 
vil went away with the Money, for you can icarcely 
name one of them that doth not lote : Aud in truth, 
they that get, we may lay they get the Devil and all; 
ſuch kind of gain being Aurum Tholoſanim, which if 
we may not call Sacriledge, yet like the Goods of 
them that Dye of the Plague, they commonly bring 
a Peſt with them, and like ruſty Iron, either eat out 
their own. ſubllances, or like Pyramids of Snow melt 
away, and are diſſolved with the ſame ill Husbandry 
that did beger them. All Exgland I believe, not af-

be Knaves. For as there are many, to whom conſci- 
ence of their Duty is as forcible as an hundred 2 
1 a ; | - gati d 
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_ gations to bind them to do uprightly ; ſo are there 


not few, who make pretended fincerity, as a Cloak 


ro cover their deceit, and make it their buſineſs to 
fiſh with that bait; whom to diſcern, is as difficult, 


as the invention of the Philoſophers Stone; and you 
will be never taught ir, but by dear bought experis 
ence; * oon 0 
But be moſt cautious of thoſe that ſpeak the faireſt, 
eſpecially if that be ſubitane or extraordinary: for 
though it be a common way to give Pill in Pap, and 


adminiſter that which is bitter, wrapt up in Sweat 


meat, yet this is ſo natural, that it is ſtill in uſe; and 
ſtratagems are all in general thus contriv'd, though 
diverſify d in mode and figure! And what he ſaid by 
his own experience fo many Years ago, by Tuta fre- 
quenſq, via eſt, per amici fallere nomen; you may 
meet with five hundred, who can by their own ex- 
perience tell you the ſame ſtilil .. 
But then be wary to conceal your Suſpitions, leſt 
of a dubious Friend, you make a doubtleſs Enemy; 
and he that before only intended to ſerve his own 
ends of you, now deſigus to vent his Malice too. 
Vet however, do not profeſs Animoſities with any 
Man: for beſides that it is moſt unchriſtian to keep 
anger over night; ang we have no other promiſe of

being forgiven of God, than as we forgive one ano - 


ther; it is doubtleſs very imprudent : For once in 
ten years one Man may have need of another, and 


running 
fis ſtoutèſt Adverſaries. And ite 
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the meaneſt Raſcals : and I remember I read of a Tur- 
ki Viſier ſlain in the very Divan by a Gregorian 
Soldier, whom he had many Vears before abuſed, 
who by a long perplext contrivance, had from that 
very time laid a train for the execution of his revenge; 
which he reſolved to effect, though certain to periſh 
inThe adventure. Therefore if any diſputes or offen- 
ces do occur, which it is hard always to avoid, let 
them be acted with as little paiſion as may be; that 
the concerned perſon may plainly ſee, that the con- 
teſt was not the effect of thine Envy, but Intereſt 3; 
and then too, let thy next congreſſion be with as ſe- 
rene a look as may be: For as we uſe to ſay, The ſe- 
cond blow makes the fray ;, ſo the next meeting either 
makes up a Quarrel or perpetuates it. * 12", 
"But on the other hand, be ready to oblige all with” 
real kindneſſes, at leaſt kind words: For, as William 
Prince of Orange was wont to ſay, That man is little 
worth, who is not worth a Salutation: So may we ſay, 
That Man is of little remark, who is not worth a few 
fair words, thar coſt nothing. And verily this kind 
of Affability and officious reſpect to Men, conduceth 
not a little to attract their good opinion: And the 
contrary diſguſteth thoſe many times, who are not 
uuwiſe Men; and cauſerh them to ſet a note of diflike 
upon thoſe who have paſſed by them wichout that ac- 
knowledg ment of reſpect, which they conceived due 
to themſelves. | | 48 i 
You ſhall moreover find a principal way of obli- 
ging others to conſiſt in the Art of conferring Cour- 
iches handſomely; ſo ro beſtow them, as that they 
may have the beft ſide curn'd outwards, and be made 
mott acceptable. In which reſpectꝰtis beſt to antici- 
pare the expeQation of the Receiver, and do before 
your 2560 : For there are many modeſt tempers, that 
rain fo much upon their own Inclinations to inttea

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a kindneſs, that they think in ſo doing they have 
dearly bought it. But if you are requeſted, what you 
intend to do, delay not; for Hope deferred makes the 
Heart ſad; and 'twas Seneca's obſervation, Qui cite 
dat, bis dat.

: Yet let me tell you, that unto ſome Men one cour- 
teſie thats to be done ſhall make them yours, much 
more then twenty that are done already : For I have 
ſeen a Horſe would follow you about the Field,if you 
did ſhew him Oats ; but if you let him eat them up, 
when all were gone, he'd turn his tail about and kick 
you; for hope of benefit, attracteth more than Con- 
ſcience of deſert; and Men are more intent on gain 
that is to be, than on their gratitude for what is paſt: 
And ꝛ'tis a common thing to find thoſe Men who have 
been much oblig'd, check at a trifle and pretend un- 
kindnels, from whence to cancel all your obligations, 
that would have fawn'd upon you Spaniel-like, tho 
you had beaten them, while you had ſhew'd a cruſt 
to have a ſnap ar. 5 

Vet in this, and indeed in all other affairs, the tem- 
pers of thoſe Perſons you deal with muſt be carefully 
_ obſerv'd ; For many Spirits are like gravelly Land, 
whoſe Heat and Barrenneſs is ſuch, as never requites 
the charge beſtow'd on it. You will therefore gene- 
rally find courteſies thrown away upon Pertons that 
are Proud or Covetous ; the one being of that fond- 
neſs as to think all but his own deſert ; the other of 
that baſeneſs as to ſet a very low value upon the 
higheſt Merit, To do a Benefit therefore for ſuch as 
theſe, that will be coftly to you, with hope@f requ- 
tal, proves like Money and Pains expended 1n Po 
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Queſt of the Philoſophers Stone, which hath hicher- 
to evaporated in Smoak and Fruſtration, | 
You may obſerve, that the ſtudying the diſpoſiti- 
ons of Men, is of great uſe ; not only in what I have 
ſaid, but alſo in the management of all Affairs: For 
ic is much more eaſie to act a deſign upon a Man, to 
ich he is naturally inclin'd, than otherwiſe, There- 
fore he that intends to bring a Covetous Man to act 
liberally, may as well expect to make a Water-Spaniel 
of a Sheep, or good Meat of a Whet-ſtone. Tis beſt 
then to make uſe of tuch in the Channel wherein the 
run; and thoſe commonly are free of their Words, - 
who are cloſe of their Coin; and will be ready to do 
you any kindneſs wherein they may ſpeak for you, 
when they had rather part from their Bloods, than 
let you have a penny of their Money. And if you ex- 
pect that ſuch as theſe ſhould do handſomely, when 
in the fag end of a Bargain you leave a piece of Plate, 
or ſuch like Gratuity to their diſpoſition ; you are as 
certainly diſappointed, as if you ſhould look that a 
Dogs Tail ſhould afford you Frankincenſe. And verily 
that ſtory is here worth the remembring, of the Ju- 
ſtices Clerk ſent by his Maſter to preſent a whole 
Boar to him, who lately dyed worth ſo many Thou- 
{ands got by faving, The young Man gives a Porter 
Eighteen Pence to bear it thither, big with expecta- 
tion that the Gratuity would be proportionate to ſo 
fair a Preſent ; which having preſented with ſuch 
words as were likely to give it the beſt acceptance; 
the rich Chuff draws his Purſe, and after a long pre- 
amble of good Counſel, that he ſhould be a provi- 
dent Husband of what was in this kind beſtow'd up- 
on him, gives him two-pence : and as the Man w 
rewarded, ſo was the Maſler. | 
And on the other hand, tis no {ſmall Prudence to 
make choice of ſuch, if you are concern'd in an Ar- 
bitration 
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bitration wherein matter of Money may be in con- 
troverſie: for thoſe of a free Spirit, with eaſe part 
from ſuch Sums as not much, which your cloſe Sirs 
would ſtrain at like a Camel. A 
To this purpole tis very expedient to be skill'd in 
Phyſiognomy; I mean the Arr of diſcovering the 
Tempers of Perſons by their Looks: from whence 
no doubt there is a mort exact Diſcovery to be made, 
than by any Relations or Reports whatſoever: and 
for my own part (I may ſay) I have been in this re- 
' ſpect the leait deceived : For though it be poſſible for 
Men to cover their Paſſions, and conceal their crols 
Diſpoſitions from ſome Men, ſo that you cannot tell 
what to make of them, till they are ready to act; yer 
it is not poſſible for them to obliterate thoſe Chara- 
cters of Nature, whereby tis not hard to read them 
without their leave. And though it ſometimes falls 
out, that by Cuſtom and Vice, Men are not (ſome- 
times) what Nature made them; yet that alteration 
is made by ſuch habits as leave a ſufficient mark of 
themſelves behind, and make the | diſcovery. rather 
more eaſie than difficult. The attainment of this Art 
is not lo eaſie by any Documents whereby you may 
be inſtructed, as by your own private obſer vation; 
and the comparing of the experiences of Mens actions 
with the former judgment which you paſſed on their 
looks; or a poſteriore comparing your apprehenſions 
of their preſent looks, with what you know of their 
paſſed actions; which transfer as a direction to your 
conceit on all Parallel Phyſiognomies. 
Neither will you find it leis expedient. to diſcover 
mens preſent Ihoughts, by their preſent Looks, than 
their Inclinations by their Features: For if he that 
carped at the form of Man, found fault ouly jnwthis; 
#hat he wanted a Window in his Heart; Nature 


hath ſomething clear d her ſelf in chat: for n 
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eſt indicium quid vultis : diſcovering (do what we 
can) in ſudden appearances, thoſe Sentiments of our 
Mind, which we would ſhould be for ever conceal'd ; 
and commonly we diſcover them ſo much the more, 
in being vex'd that we cannot but diſcover them. To 
do which, there muit be a quick application of the 
Eye to the Looks of him whole Sentiments you would 
dſIcover, at that very time when you think he is 
pinch'd ; that you may judge by the Face which he 
makes, whether it wrings him or no. There is alſo 
much of diſcovery to be made of the Reſentments of 
Others by their ſudden Speeches, which even from 
very diſcreet Perſons ſometimes bluſter forth, and 
are not examined by the Court of Guard ; and then 
eſpecially, when Paſſions are up, or Aﬀections vio- 
lent. *Tis therefore the part of a wiſe Man to be a 
diligent obſerver of every word that paſſes, though 
with as little obſervation from others as may be, that 
you do obſerve : For all ſuch ſuſpicion begets cau- 
tion; and in vain is the net laid in the fight of the Bird. 

And here, on the other hand, *tis of great ule to 
conceal your own Reſentments, not to winch when 
you are touch'd to the quick; but to diſſemble your 
ſenſe, till you have a due Opportunity to diſcover ĩt 
to your advantage. For it very often is, that we ſpoil 
our Affairs by diſcloſing them before they are hatch'd; 
and turning them out into the World (as ripe for 
Execution) which have ſtill need of the Secundine 
of further Advice and Conſideration. For which cauſe, 
as Time is the firſt of all things, ſo is it the principal 
too ; it being almoſt impoſſible to-do any thing well, 
that is not done rimely, - 5 agar "119 14 

Neither is it leſs uteful, many times, to cover al- 
together our apprehenſions, and ſeem to take no 
notice of thoſe things which do indeed give us juſt 
cauſe of Regret; eſpecially too, when thoſe we are 
ve | to 
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to deal with are either too mighty for us, or we ex- 
- pect may be beneficial to us. Upon which account, | 
remember I have read of Coſmos, that ir was not the 
leaſt thing conducing to the eſtabliſhment. of his In- 
fant-Dominion, that he had the Art of Diſſembling 
the Inſults of the Spaniſh Pride, and the Envy of his 
ſuſpicious Neighbours. And therefore thoſe forwagd 
Tongues, ot peeviſh Tempers, which fling as ſoon 
as touch'd ; and make it more to vent their preſent 
Heats, than conſult their future Conveniencies ; not 
only create to themſelves many troubles, but alſo pull 
off the Hair of thoſe Opportunities, which might other 
wiſe in due time have fairly preſented themſelves, 
Yet on the other ſide, there is no greater Remora | 
to Mens Affairs, than that delatory ſlowneſs, Which, 
however the fair gale of Opportunity blows, yet loves 
to put off till to Morrow; and then ſet out like a 
Coach and fix Horſes, with ſuch tedious preparation, 
that before all things are ready, the Game's ſtarted to 
their hand, and they come juſt the day after the fair; 
when with an irkſome difficulty they are put to't to 
retrieve thoſe things which but a while ago flew fair 
before them; as in many particulars the Hiſtorian 
obſerves of Henry the Third of France, who though 
a Prince of great Abilities, yet through a natural un- 
reſolvedneſs, ruin'd his Affairs, never making uſe of 
ſuch Counſels as were active and generous, till like 
a laſt years Almanack they were out of date, and 
the very Cure prov'd more pernicious than the Di- 
ſeaſe. Ns: 5 f 
And here you may take notice that in the uſe of 
Men, *tis of huge advantage to obſerve the time: 
for there is not that Man to be found, whoſe temper 
is ſo even, as not to expoſe him ſometimes more waxy 
ſor impreſſion, than at other times. And if it were 
not ſo, the very Contingencies that happen, do * 
8 rent 
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rently diſpoſe us: For which cauſe we are more in- 
clin'd to be free to others, when a proſperous gale 

hath breathed upon us; and are ready then to give 

acrabbed anſwer, when ſome peeviſh occaſion before. 
hath angred us. And the Craſis of Men, and their 
Temperature, as it is very diverſe, ſo are they more 

or leſs complying, as; the preſent predominant, hu- 

mdur is accidentally ſedated, or made ſharper. And 

therefore as Cholerick Perſons are commonly peeviſh 
till they have din'd,that the Stomach hath ſomething 
in't to imploy the active humour; ſo are thoſe that 

are Flegmatick, or Melancholy, rarely Free, or De- 
bonair, till their more ponderous or dull Ingredients 
are warm'd and made more active by the adventiti- 
ous heat Which Wine or ſome ſtrong Liquor contri- 


buteth zor their Spirits awakened by ſome ſuch plea · 


ſant Company or Diſcourſe as may leave ſome rang 
behind it. And therefore choice of them will as muc 
difference the ſucceſs of your Applications which you 
make to Perſons, as Wind and Tide with or againſt, 
ſhall ſpeed or retard a paſſage. | 1 
And for this very cauſe, in ſuch Caſes, tis not

ing ſuch as are hard to avoid. Let me therefore in this 
particular give you fomething of Advice: For, he 
thar hath One Servant hath Two, he that hath Two, 
hath but half a One; and he that hath Three, hath 
none at all, | Fr 
1. Be ſure never to truſt any of them that have a 
colloguing fawning way: For they are Perſons whom 
Nature hath, as it were, cut out for deceit, and not 
only fitred with habiliaments, but alſo a natural 
promptneſs thereto; and if I may tell mine own ex- 
perience, I remember not that I ever had ro do with 
any of them, which proved otherwiſe. And they are 
generally of that Imprudence, thar like thoſe at Cape 
Bon Speranz, they'll pick yout Pocket, and look in 
your Face; pretending always molt, what they in- 
rend leaſt. And therefore there is eſpecial need of 
your caution in thoſe very things which they profels 
moſt againſt ; they being generally like her who 
made the World believe ſhe could endure no Eggs, 
till it was found that her uſual Breakfaſt was a 
Groats-worth. | _ TT f 
2. Never make your ſelf over familiar with your 
Servants, nor take them for your Play-fellows, for 
Familiarity begets Contempt, and Contempt breaks the 
Neck of Obedience: It being very rare that thoſe 
Servants are ready to do, that are not kept in awe, 
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bat will be r#ther diſputing your Commands, than 
doing them, which beware that you admit not; It 
being better in many refpects co Err in commanding 
what is not convenient, than to amend it upon the 
advice of an ordinary Servant; they being incoura- 
ged by ſuch a condefcenſion, to argue with you the 
expediency of your Commands ever after, and upon 
that account to uſe ſuch Lahguage as is-not to be en- 
dured ; which to remedy, when got an head, you'll 
be neceſſitated to uſe ſuch ſharp Corroſives, as may 
againſt your mind, if for your turn, part you and 
your Patient, 3 

3. Never acquaint a Servant with that Secret which 
may be to your prejudice if revealed; for when once 
you ſtand upon their Courteſie, they then grow in- 
ſolent, and make no Bones to retract their ſervice, 
when they know you dare not exact it. Beſide, how 
bale a ſervitude is it to have our Noſes held to the 
Grinditone by thoſe which we know are bound to 
obey us! and fo ro ſtand in fear of their diſcovery, 
that however abus'd we mult be mealy mouth'd. 

4. Expect not to oblige an Ordinary Servant by 
your Kindueſſes. For I could never ſee any of them 
but were like thoſe Fera Animalia, which upon every 
diſtaſte, return to their natural Feriry, and forget 
ail bonds of Kindneſs they received from you. Beſides, 
they have a general Comment, whereby they inter- 
pret all your Favours; which they judge to be the, 
effect not of your Goodnels, but their own Deſert;

Aud further, do but conſider how long chat Love 
is like to laſt, where the blundering Husband comes 
home like a. ſous' d Hogſhead, with a ileam of 
Smoke and Drink, would almoſt choak a Green- 
lander who hath been fed with Blubber: Imagine 
how acceptable ſuch a Porpoiſe mult needs be, to

provocation of a more ſtayed and temperate judg- 
ment; ſo that what thould deſerve their Love and 
Reſpect, becomes the loathed Object of their Cou- 
tempt and Scorn.

And that which is the miſchief on't too, is, to 
ſee the Codled Fool take upon him in that tune, 
and exercife his Husbandly Authority, like a Mayor 
of Quinborom, and with as much diſeretion: When 
the diſcreet Woman ſees her Head nodding out 
his Commands with leſs Wit than a Gander on 4 
Green; which ſhe does, and laughs. at, grieving 

in her Heart that Providence hath joyn d her, where 
a2nu Horſe and an Aſs muit draw together: ARE 
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then you may bid farewel, not only to that Love 
which you might have had, but allo that Autho- 
riry you ſhould have: For never think that that 
Woman ſubmitteth willingly, to whom her Hus- 
band behaves not himſelf like a Man of Under- 
ſtanding. . E e 
And by this you may perceive how much the 
 difcretion of the Man conduceth to the marring or 
making of the Wife. For of how many hopeful 
Women doth daily experience give us.an account; 
whom their Husbands folly hath miſerably un- 
done, while they have cared rather to be ſervice- 
able to their own preſent Humours, than their ſu- 
ture content; or Dan it better to deal in 
hacking and hewing, than in a gentle bending thoſe 
plyant Oſiers Which might eaſily have been wrought 
as Prudence would have had them 

And I believe you will find with an eaſie Ob- 
ſervation, that Wives generally are eaſier drawn 
than driven; and that there are very few, even 
of the beſt of them, which will fairly bear to be 
ſowrly told of thoſe things, which yet they are 
willing to mend. And therefore all ſuch Plaiſters 
muſt be ſoftly applied; and a Warineſs had, not 
to find fault in the hearing of others, which may 
beget a diſtaſte in thoſe things, where no unkind- 
_ nels would be taken upon a private rebuke. 

And in very deed the Reputation of a Wife in 
this point of her ſufficiency, ſhould be tendred by 
us as a choice concern, eſpecially among thoſe 
over whom ſhe exerciſeth any thing of Command: 
For you will ſoon find a very ſmall matter will 
ee thoſe occaſions to deſpiſe her Authority, who 
py your conviction ſhall be judg'd worthy of

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And truly tis hard to vindicate young Wives 
from the contempt of their Servants; who will 
much more readily deride their petty Indiſcreti- 
ons, than obey their reaſonable Commands; eſ- 
pecially when the New Maid is an Old Play-fel- 
low, and is almoſt to learn the difference between 
Sport and Obedience; or is ſome ſtanch Trout that 
hath been ſo beaten to the World, as hath put her, 
though not out of the need, yet out of the conceit 
of being commanded. | 
And therefore to aſſert the Wives Authority 
the more, tis beſt that ſhe rule the Roaſt altoge- 
ther in the Houſe; and if you interpoſe, it ſhould 
be rather by way of Advice and Aſſiſtance, than 
Superiority. And in very deed, they are pitiful 
Souls which can't let the Wowen alone with their 
Pipkins and Pies, but are peeping to find fault in 
the Feminine Juriſdiction ; and eſteem it one of 
their eminent Virtues, that they are very frugal in 
Dripping and Kitchin-ſtuff, 
But the Truth is, there's a great deal of reaſon 
that the Wife ſhould always be born with as the 
infirmer ; there being many occaſions not only to 
diſturb their Diſcretion, but to perturb their Paſ- 
ſion; the Craſit of their Bodies being more hu- 
mid, and ſubject to that Planet which is moſt mu- 
table. Beſides, the many Infirmities which Child- 
bearing bringeth; the Obſtructions, Fumes, and 
Opilations which befall their more delicate Con- 
ſtitutions; upon all which, it is meet to give ho- 
nour to the Wife, as the weaker Veſſel; not con- 
tending with them, becauſe we are more robuſt, 
but bearing with them becauſe we are ſo 
Let in all ſuch things wherein you comply with 
the deſires of the Wife, tis much the belt to act -

whereas ſupply ro thoſe who are wanting, yet la- 
borious, or impotently neceſſitous, is a debt due 
to their want; yet of that, narure, that while we 
pay what is there Due, G O D accepts it as a 
Loan, and hath put himſelf under an Obligation, 
to make Repayment. And truly Lhave obſerved, 
that While I have known many undo themlelves 
with riotous Houſe- keeping, entertaining needleſs

not the Richer, for luch Acts of Charity as were 
done to the Needy: But that ſuch ditiributions, 
llike the Loaves of our Saviour among the four 
Y thouſand, leave behind them more Baskets ef 
Fragments, for, the Heirs to give away, thay the 
eerincipal was in quantity, which the Father ſo ex-

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Yet let me tell you, tis no wiſdom to make 
our Servants your Almoners; and allow them 
the liberty of diſpoſing your Charity; for one 
hand to give, is enough in a Purſe. And that 
Charity is the beſt which hath the Spirit of diſ- 
cerning; and like that Boy, gives Honey to the 
hes, but hath a Whip to drive away the

Be here adviſed too, not to be given to the 
humour of coſtly Entertamments: For I have 
often ſeen that Men of that fancy have inverted 
the Kalendar, and have found their Faſts after 
their Feſtivals; who, when they have ſpent all, 
have been as welcome to their gueſts as a ſor- 
mer Wives old Cloaths to a new Married Bride. 
Beſides, the Obligation which you lay by your 
Coſt on thoſe which are entertafned; is for the 
moſt part as far below it, as the Church of St.
